Oilman says honeymoon 
all over for motorists 


CHICAGO (U PI> — The honeymoon is 
ending 
for 
American 
motorists, 
according 
to 
a petroleum 
industry 
expert. 


Herbert Hugo, senior editor of Platt’s 
Oilgram, a daily publication on the 
petroleum 
industry, 
warns 
gasoline 
prices will rise by three to five cents a 
gallon by the Fourth of July — just in 
time to catch holiday motorists. 


Hugo 
also 
says 
motorists 
could 
encounter short gasoline supplies by 
August, forcing them to queue to await 
their chance at the pumps. 
He says the high demand for gasoline 
could result in short supplies of fuel oil 
this winter. 
"The latest import tax plus increased 
operating costs will be passed along to 
motorists within 10 days,” Hugo told 
UPI Wednesday. 
"But the most critical period will 
come in August, which looks like the 
time we’re likely to have real problems 
with gasoline," he said. 


"The past year has been a honeymoon 
for motorists, but that’s about over 
now," he said. "The demand has been 
growing 
everywhere 
except 
in 
the 
Midwest, 
where 
supplies 
remained 
about even with last year’s levels until 
the last couple of weeks when farmers 
were able to get back into the fields. ” 


Hugo said gasoline supplies in the 
eastern and western portions of the 
country were off by about 6 per cent 
compared 
with 
1974 
supplies 
and 
predicted further declines would appear 
later this week when the Washington- 
based 
American Petroleum Institute 
issues its weekly report on supplies 
The demand for gasoline is so great, 
Hugo said, that it could trigger a 
shortage of fuel oil during the cold 
weather months. 
"This is the time of year refineries 
usually build up inventories in fuel oil.” 
Hugo said. "But the demand is intense 
for gasoline and there may be fuel oil 
problems this fall.”

Fire of undetermined origin gutted an 
apartment complex under construction 
near Lompoc High School last night, 
injured three fire fighters and for a time 
threatened other nearby apartments. 
Arson was suspected, but authorities 
declined to confirm that assessment. 
The injured were treated at Lompoc 
Hospital and released. They were Jay 
Totten, 34, a reserve fire fighter who 
received second degree bums on the left 
shoulder, left arm and left hand, 
Richard Dickerson, 33, an engineer who 
was struck on the head by a ceiling 
beam when the roof of one section 
collapsed; 
and

Otten, 
32, 
a 
fireman, who received minor burns on 
one arm. 
Flames erupted at 6:26 p.m. in the 
Fiesta Apartment complex which is 
located between the eastern projection 
of Oak Avenue and North Avenue and 
just east of the undeveloped segment of 
L Street that runs from Pine Avenue to 
North Avenue. 
Flames and intense heat from the fire 
reached out from the two-story complex 
to melt an overhead power line and

restrict the blaze to the one building.

Surrounding streets were congested 
with cars and hundreds of the curious 
who turned out to watch the Maze A 
resident in Vatdenberg Village said 
flames from the fire could be seen

Authorities said the dollar value of the

A long-simmering battle between merchants in the established 
Orcutt downtown business center and developers eager to set up 
new commercial outlets in the Oak Knolls shopping area a mile 
away flared up Wednesday before the County Planning 
Commission. 
The commission, after hearing arguments pro and con on the 
advantages and disadvantages of a growing satellite shopping 
complex in the midst of a populous new suburban population, 
voted 5-3 to continue the public hearing involving the request of 
Howard Homes, Inc for one week. 


Los Angeles area developer 
of Howard Homes, Abraham 
Spiegel, requested a change in General Plan land use designation 
of a 4 5 acre property opposite Oaks Knolls Shopping Center from 
residential to neighborhood commercial or district center, and 
rezoning to a planned commercial overlay to permit business and 
medical offices, specialty shops, a restaurant and a savings and 
loan 
The Orcutt Businessmen’s Assn had advised the commission 
it is strongly opposed not only to the Spiegel project but to 
proposed expansion of the Oak Knolls center also. The association 
claims redevelopment of the downtown area is still possible and 
trade from the area shouldn t be drained away to perimeter 
shopping centers. 


The Howard Homes, Inc project for Orcutt on property at the 
east end of David Road and Donald Way is on land zoned for 


single family homes and allowing approximate quarter-acre 
homesitei. 
Planning Department staffers recommended Wednesday the 
General Plan to amended to show professional-institutional (PIi 
use on the property. It was further recommended that the 
property be rezoned to PO allowing only office and professional 


US0S 
Howard Homes legal counsel, William Rogers, then presented 
area residents Mrs Alexandra Clark, Glen Mitchell, Curtis Buck 
and others as an indication of “substantial support of home 
owners of the area" to the project. Mrs Clark presented a petition 
signed by numerous home owners in favor of it. 
They claimed the present and proposed new shopping and 
medical facilities would be of great aid to area residents who now 
trek “one to four miles" for goods and services that could be 
made available by the Howard Homes, Inc project 
The commission vote was 4-4 and with this, the motion was lost 
for district plan approval before the vote to allow continuance.

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Hydrogen blast rocks Las Vegas 
Global female confab 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev. (U PI) 
— A hydrogen warhead of the 
megaton class was exploded 
3,000 feet underground at the 
nuclear test site at 6 a m PDT 
today, rocking high rise build* 
ings in Las Vegas 120 miles to 
the south. 
Shock waves from the blast, 
believed the most powerful 
such explosion in at least two 
years and one of a planned 
series before they are banned 
by an agreement with Russia, 
took less than 30 seconds to 
reach the gambling spa. 
An observer on the ground 
floor of a building where the 
shock waves are normally less 
perceptible, said there was a 


rowing motion felt for about 30 
seconds. 
The building swayed back 
and forth like a gentle rocking 
chair, the observer said. Light 
fixtures suspended from the 
ceiling swayed for a distance of 
about six inches. 
Scientists at the Caltech 
seismographic laboratory in 
Pasadena, Calif., said the Mast 
measured less than 3.2 on the 
Richter scale, since the moni­ 
toring device is triggered at 
that point and it did not turn on. 


Either persons or monitoring 
devices were placed in more 
than 40 high rise buildings in 
Las Vegas to record the shock 


wave effects. 
At the Exchange Club in 
Beatty, a desert village about 
30 miles from the test site, 
several persons were ordered 
out of the old adobe structure 
until the waves passed. 


"It was about the same as the 
last one when we had two shots 
a couple weeks ago," bartender 
Dusty Machon said. A rifle 
hanging above the bar was still 
rattling when he and others 
went back inside moments 
after the blast. 
"We felt it outside," he said. 
"As soon as it was over we 
went back inside and every­ 
thing was back to normal 


"The slot machines are still 
working 


He said about 30 to 35 people 
were on hand for the blast. 
"Most of them are from a bus 
which is in town." Machon 
said "The natives don’t get up 
for shots anymore, but the 
tourists turn out." 


The 
blast, 
code 
named 
"M ast," was originally sche­ 
duled for Wednesday morning 
but 
had 
to 
be 
postponed 
because of 20 to 25 mile-an-hour 
winds blowing from the north 
This morning, however, it was 
clear, 
sunny 
and virtually 
windless. 


In case of accidental "ven­ 


ting" —the escape of gases and 
other material into the atmos­ 
phere 
from 
the 
explosion 
underground —northerly winds 
would blow the radioactive 
cloud over Las Vegas, 120 miles 
to the south. 
Mast involved a "weapons- 
related device" —a bomb or 
missile warhead —buried 3,000 
feet 
underground, 
which 
federal officials said packed a 
punch in the range of 200 
kilotons to one megaton —a 
maximum power equal to 50 of 
the 
bombs 
dropped 
on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. It 
was only the third megaton- 
class blast in two years, but the 
second such test in a month.

The newspaper said the plot 


was directed by Sam Giancana 
and John Roselli, two alleged 
Mafia figures recruited by the 
CIA for the job. 
The Times said the reason 
the CIA wanted the three 
leaders eliminated was to 
create a power vacuum in Cuba 
which would, in turn, promote 
confusion following the aborted 
Bay of Pigs operation, which 
was then in the planning stages. 
The source said he did not 
know whether approval for the 
assassination plot had been 
sought or received from top- 
level 
o ffic ia ls 
in 
the 
Eisenhower 
or 
Kennedy 
administrations. 
John F. Kennedy was elected 


President in Nov, 1960, during 
the height of the planning, and 
took office in January, 1961. 
The assassination attempt was 
made in late March or early 
April. 
The Times said the CIA 
official 
in 
charge of 
the 
tperation was Sheffield Ed­ 
wards, who was then head of 
the CIA’s Office of Security. He 
appeared several weeks ago 
before a closed meeting of the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence Activités, chaired 
by Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho. 
According to the source, 
Edwards enlisted Robert A. 
Maheu, a former FBI agent and 
top aide to billionaire Howard 


Hughes, to serve as the CIA's

murders. 


Roselli, the source said, was 
put in touch by the CIA with a 
Cuban assassin on the island 
who agreed to attempt to 
poison the three leaders, all at 
the same time.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, after one hour of party line debate, voted today to raise 
the ceiling on the national debt by $46 billion. 
The vote was 22 to 12 to raise the ceiling from its existing level 
of $531 billion, which expires at the end of this month, to a new 
level of $577 billion. 
The Treasury has warned its ability to manage orderly day-by- 
day financing of the government’s operations would be severely 
hampered if a new ceiling were not in place by June 30. 
Last week, in a vote which was interpreted as an expression of 
general frustration over government spending, the House voted 
225 to 175 to defeat the original Ways and Means bill. 
At today’s session, Democrats accused Republicans of letting 
down their own Presklent. They said 45 per cent of the Democrats 
but only 30 per cent of the Republicans who voted in the House 
backed the administration-requested bill. 
But Rep. Bill Frenzel.R-Minn., said the original bill called for 
too high a ceiling — one large enough to accommodate the 
spending goals laid down by a Democratic Congress’ Budget 
Committees rather than the more modest goals laid down by 
President Ford

Women have consciousness 
lifted in Mexico City 


MEXICO CITY (U PI) - It was billed as the 
world’s largest consciousness-raising session 
—an international who’s who of women in 
search of a greater female role in global affairs. 
Hundreds of women from around the world 
—Israelis and Arabs, communists and capita­ 
lists, government officials and wives of leaders 
—converged on Mexico City today for the start 
of the two-week conference. 
A Soviet cosmonaut, a French cabinet 
minister and a Chinese legislator were among 
the women attending the United Nations 
International Women’s Year Conference in the 
Mexican capital. 
But planners said about 20 per cent of the 1,000 
delegates from more than 100 countries at the 
multi-million dollar conference were men. 


Helvi Sipila of Finland, the U.N. secretary 
general for International Women’s Year, said 
she toped the conference would set a precedent, 
encouraging 
women 
to participate 
more 
actively in world affairs. 
"This is the first time in any inter­ 
governmental conference that so many women 
have represented their governments," she said. 
"Women are so inferior still in their own 
attitudes, they don’t recognize their own 
power." 
The conference, called the "world’s largest 
consciousness raising session" by planners, was 
aimed at launching a 10-year program to end 
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discrimination against women and increase 
female participation in world affairs 
A non-governmental conference —known as 
the Tribune - will be held simultaneously in 
another part of the city. 
Some 2,500 delegates were expected to attend 
the Tribune, including feminists Gloria Steinem 
and Betty Friedan, actress Jane Fonda and 
political activist Angela Davis. 
The Tribune, which is not empowered to make 
official 
recommendations, 
will 
discuss 
education, family structure, law and the status 
of women, and political participation 
Sipila, a 60-year-old lawyer, said she hoped 
conference 
delegates 
would 
pay 
special 
attention 
to 
political decision-making, 
educational and economic opportunities, legal 
status and maternity problems 
Patricia Hutar, co-chairman of the 30- 
member 
U.S. 
delegation, 
said 
male 
participation "is important because in the 
United States we are looking for participation 
for both men and women." 
But only five men are among the U.S. 
delegates, including delegation co-chairman 
Daniel Parker. 
Female delegates included Soviet cosmonaut 
Valentina Nickolayeva Tereshkova, the first 
woman in space; Francoise Giroud, France’s 
secretary of state for women's affairs, and Li 
Su-wen, vice chairman of China’s Standing 
Committee of the National People's Congress. 


House energy bill 
nearly finished but 
may not get by Ford 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The House is nearly finished with its 
omnibus energy bill, but the Ford administration already is saying 
it will not be acceptable as it now stands. 
A final round of votes on key amendments, including a possible 
showdown on increasing the federal gasoline tax three cents, 
could come today. 
Wednesday, the House approved an energy development trust 
fund provision and almost completed a section to provide tax 
breaks on fuel processing equipment. It rejected an attempt to 
exempt coal processing equipment from the tax break. 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank Zarb told UPI President 
Ford will have to take "whatever executive measures are open to 
him” to cut energy use if the Senate does not strengthen the House 
bill. The administration considers the bill does not do enough to 
cut dependence on imported oil. 
Zarb did not say Ford would veto such a bill, but implied as 
much when he said of the House measure: "It leaves us, 
practically speaking, with a requirement that either the Senate 
must make a signifcant improvement in the House bill or the 
House will have to start all over again. 
If a new start proves necessary, Zarb said, the President will 
have to take "whatever executive measures are open to him'’ to 
cut U.S. energy use while a new bill is being drawn up. 


One of the first presidential steps, he said, might be a request to 
Congress to permit removal of present controls on domestic oil 
and natural gas. Such decontrol would more than double the 
present $5.25 price of so-called "old oil," which counts for about 40 
per cent of all U.S. production. 


A second step, Zarb said, could be an increase to $3 per barrel in 
the tariff on imported oil. Ford imposed a $1 per barrel tariff Feb. 
I and added a second dollar to the levy June 1 because Congress 
had not acted on energy legislation.

Israeli official charges Arabs 
provoking was with new weapons 


United Press International 
Israeli Defense Minister Shi­ 
mon Peres said today Arab 
nations are countering a trend 
toward peace in the Middle 
East with a weapons buildup 
and President Ford warned of a 
"drift" toward war in the 
region. 
Ford, according to a copy­ 
righted 
article 
in 
today’s 
Minneapolis 
Tribune, 
said 
Wednesday any new fighting in 
Middle East would be more 
dangerous that past conflicts 
and would include a paralyzing 
oil embargo. 
According to the Tribune, the 
President’s emphasis on the 
"drift" in the Mideast came as 
somewhat of a surprise after 
his discussions with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat June 1- 
2 in Salzburg, Austria, and his 
discussions last week in Wash­ 
ington 
with 
Israeli 
Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
The newspaper said Ford’s 
statement may indicate he is 
fearful there is a stalemate in 
the peace-making process and 
he wishes to head it off by 
emphasizing the gravity of 
further delay. 
He was asked by the Tribune 
if he had reassessed his view of 
a few months ago that war is 
too near a reality to be 
comfortable 
"It sure was, and is," Ford 
said. 
"It is a potentially very 
volatile situation that could 
erupt into a real tough conflict 
any time, and the longer we 
drift with no prospect of action, 
the more potential the igniting 
becomes," he told the news­ 
paper. 
"We are working with the 
whole Arab complex because 
another war out there would be 
worse than the Yom Kippur 
war of 1973. It would be 
bloodier. It would be more 


costly and inevitably lead to an 
oil embargo. We think there 
has to be movement. There 
can’t be stalemate and stagna­ 
tion." 
The Israeli newspaper Ha’a- 
retz, meanwhile, said govern­ 
ment officials believe it is 
possible to reach an interim 
peace accord with Egypt in the 
Sinai desert within a matter of 
weeks. 
Peres told a meeting of the 
Jewish Agency executive coun­ 
cil in Jerusalem, "There is a 
fresh and new trend —a trend 
for a peaceful settlement in 
sopie of the Arab countries. ” 
"But this is contradicted by 
another trend—the military 
buildup on the Arab side. There 
is a wish for peace and a 
buildup for war,” Peres said. 
"The military effort in the 
Arab world has reached a scope 
of investment in arms and 
armies unknown in this region 
and from time to time larger 
than the NATO organization in 
numbers 
of 
soldiers, 
in 
quantities, 
quality 
and 


varieties of arms " 
Peres said Israel was ready 
to withdraw its troops from the 
area of the Abu Rudeis oil 
fields in southwestern Sinai in 
exchange for an interim accord 
with Egypt. 
But, he said,"The readiness 
of the Arabs to stow them­ 
selves in favor of compromise 
is very limited, almost nonexis­ 
tent." 
Ha’aretz said Israeli officials 
were optimistic 
about

chances for an accord with 
Egypt because of progress

Yitzhak Rabin during his talks 
last week with President Ford

Cooking talents 


By BETTY LAURENT 
Deviating from the usual custom of publishing recipes 
contributed by Lompoc Record readers, this week’s 
cooking column will offer a few chosen at random from 
your editor’s files. The first reminds me of a first 
encounter with soy beans, very popular some 20 years 
ago in Iowa where they were widely grown 
Baked Soy Beans 
Wash 14 cups beans and soak overnight in 1 qt. water. 
Bring to boil and cook slowly till you can crush one 
between your fingers (about 1 hour.) Drain. Saute 1 large 
onion, 2 cloves garlic, 1 green bell pepper, 2 carrots and 1 
stalk celery (all cut small) in 2 tbsp. soy oil. Add 1 tsp 
salt. Cover and simmer a few minutes. 
Combine beans and vegetable in a bean pot. Add 1 bay 
leaf and enough bean-cooking water to cover the beans. 
Put the lid on and bake 3-5 hours at 300 degrees. Add 
more bean water if necessary. Uncover the last hour or 
so. Correct seasoning to taste and garnish with chopped 
chives. Serves 5-7. 


For those who like lentils the following recipe is tasty. 
Curried Lentils 
1 cup lentils 
2 onions, chopped 
4 tbsp. cooking oil 
2 or 3 cloves garlic, pressed 
2 or 3 cups consomme, stock or water 
3 tbsp. curry powder 
2 tbsp tumeric 
salt and pepper 
Saute onions and garlic in oil for 5-10 minutes. Stir 
occasionally. Add lentils, consomme or water, curry 
powder, tumeric, salt and pepper.Bring to a rolling boil, 
cover and turn off heat. Let the lentils cool. 


Alter an hour or more, check level of liquid and 
simmer until the lentils are cooked. Add water if 
necessary during cooking. Simmer 2-24 hours. Serve hot 
as a vegetable or cold with sour cream and chopped raw 
onions as a salad. Serves 4. 
Not recommended for diabetic diets but good for 
others is the following 
Hot Chicken-Rice Salad 
4 choice chicken pieces (about 1 lb.) 
1 cup chopped onions 
1 Mi cups sliced celery with leaves 
1 tbsp. butter or margarine 
3 cups hot cooked rice 
1-3 cup chopped sweet pickle 
M* cup chopped pimentos 
3 hard cooked eggs 
1 Mi tsp. salt 
Mu tsp. pepper 
Mz tsp. ground ginger 
1-3 cup mayonnaise 
14 tbsp. sweet pickle juice 
Remove skin and bone from chicken; cut in small thin 
pieces 
Saute chicken and onions in butter about 3 
minutes. Stir in celery and cook 2 minutes longer. 
Remove from heat, add remaining ingredients and toss 
lightly to blend Serve while hot. Garnish with tomato 
wedges and ripe olives. Makes six servings. Each serving 
provides 324 calories.

SOLVANG, Calif. (UPI) — The Treasury department is 
considering putting the 12 bill back into circulation in these 
inflated times, but retired businessman Edward Mehren 
wants to up the ante to |2 50, 
In a letter to Treasury Secretary William E. Simon, 
Mehren argued his case for the $2 50 note in this fashion: 
—It is more logical because the $2.50 bill would make 
easier change for $5, $10 or $20 
—It would save money in paper and printing costs because 
fewer would be required 
—The $2 50 bill would start out without the drawback of 
the bad-luck superstition about the $2 bill. 
Mehren says many people who got a $2 bill in the bad old 
days tore off a corner of it as a means of removing the 
“curse." That meant the Treasury had to keep printing 
replacements. 
Mehren wants to call the $2.50 bill the Betsy. 
It would carry a picture of Betty Ross and the first 
American flag she sewed together in Revolutionary days. It 
would be the first paper money to display a woman rather 
an engraving of Washington, Lincoln, Hamilton, Ulysses S. 
Grant, McKinley or some other male chauvinist. 
“How better could we honor the legendary maker of our 
first flag?" Mehren wrote to Simon. 
“ I’d like to have you give me the first two Betsys for a 
five." 
Mehren is no stranger to monetary inventiveness. Back in 
1950 he argued before the U.S. Senate and Banking Currency 
Subcomittee for coins of 2Mi and 7Mi cents —but apparently 
that was a concept whose time had not yet come. 


Brown orders halt to state's 
$500 million highway building 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi - Inflation and declining revenues have 
prompted the Brown administration to order an unprecedented 
halt to the state’s $500 million-a-year new highway construction 
starting July 1. 
. 
... , 
Transportation 
Director 
Howard C. 
Ullrich 
Wednesday 
announced the halt and a substantial cutback of employes of the 
Department of Transportation. 
Ullrich said the actions were triggered by a “ serious cash 
crunch" resulting from steadily declining construction revenue 
and soaring inflation. 
A department spokesman said the state in a typical year calls 
for bids on $500 million worth of new road construction He said 
about $50 million in bids will be called between now and July 1 
"We’ve never ordered a complete halt before in California," he 
said. 
Both the employe cuts and the halt in called for bids on new 
construction had been under study for months Ullrich said the 
employe reductions would be “ substantial" but if layoffs were 
necessary they probably would not occur for several months. 
Ullrich said it was "unlikely that any new jobs would be put out 
for bids for at least a year." 


Unaffected, however, are projects already under way and 
contractors on which bids will be sought before July 1. 
Meantime, the Senate Finance Committee voted 8-0 approval 
and sent to the floor a bill (SBlOOl to increase the state gasoline 
tax from seven to eight cents a gallon. The additional levy, 
strongly opposed by the Brown administration, would produce 
$115 million a year for highways and rapid transit 


The duuior, Sen. James R Mills, D-San Diego, said he would 
seek a Senate vote on the bill after the legislature returns from its 
scheduled July vacation and might increase the proposed 
additional tax, depending on the condition of the state highway 
fund at that time. 
The new tax would be in addition to the four-cent-per-gallon 
federal levy and the state sales tax. 
Ullrich said the Department of Transportation accelerated its 
construction program before the cut off deadline to “ make sure 
the best possible use" of $2 billion in recently released federal 
highway funds. 
He said in spite of the “dram atic’’ drop in highway construction, 
the department’s work force failed to keep pace with the 
reduction —declining only from 18,500 workers in 1970 to about 
16.000 currently. 
Ullrich said the machinery has been started to decide where and 
when employe cuts will occur." 
"If layoffs are necessary, they will not start before several 
months have passed, and they will probably be staged over many 
months, he said. 
“ A major problem we are facing for the first time this year is 
lack of revenue needed to match federal aid funds which account 
for over $400 million of our total revenue," Ullrich said. “ If 
federal funds 
are not used, the program will decrease 
dramatically to maintenance and operation only " 
Several weeks ago, the department curtailed bid calls on 
projects financed only with state funds. All new construction 
projects have been limited to those which qualify for federal 
funds.

Brigantine reachs San Diego 


SAN DIEGO (UPI i - The brigantine Pilgrim came chugging up 
to the dock under diesel power, sails furled. If the sight could be 
seen in whatever heaven there may be for literary old salts, the 
shade of Richard Henry Dana gave a rueful smile. 
Could Dana, author of the classic "Two Years Before the 
Mast," have made literary and maritime history with “Several 
Months Before the Diesels’ ? 
The replica of the tiny ship in which Dana sailed from Boston 
around the horn to faroff California in 1835 arrived Wednesday, 
headed for Los Angeles, where it will become a m aritim e 
museum, recalling the days of wooden ships and iron men that 
inspired Dana’s writing. 
“We did it the way they did it, with the same ship and the same 
gear, so we had to work like Dana,’’ said the captain, Harold 
Fowler. 
Well, not quite. 
For one thing, Dana would be surprised by female crew 
members, much less diesel engines. 
Dana, from a comfortable eastern family, dropped out of 
Harvard in 1834 to sign on the crew of the original Pilgrim. His 
book, a milestone in U.S. literary history, became a best seller in 
its day. Its tales of hardship and cruelty at sea, the flogging of 
crew members under harsh discipline, the daily dangers, shocked 
landlubbers and led to enactment of regulations to protect sailors. 
“It’s a lot easier than when Dana did it," said Sharon 
McDonald, 17, of Shreveport, La "Now we’ve got real bunks and 
we don’t get flogged. " 
She an* Patricia Hess, 21, of Philadelphia, signed on in 
Jamaica. 
Canned food replaced the maggot-infested hard tack and salt 
pork of Dana’s day. The original Pilgrim put into port only once in 
the two year journey. The replica made seven stops between 
Miami and San Diego.

cliff for stealing tv set 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) — Democratic Assembly Speaker Leo T. 
McCarthy says he may be be forced to turn to Republicans for the 
needed votes to pass a $11.5 billion version of Gov Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s 1975-76 proposed budget. 
A handful of dissident Democrats joined with Republicans 
earlier to block the passage of the spending proposal McCarthy is 
now faced with the problem of convincing all 54 Assembly 
Democrats to vote for the measure or turning to the opposition 
party for help 
. 
The budget failed on a 49 20 vote, five short of the 54 needed, but 
supporters said they would seek reconsideration of the vote today 
The legislature is already four days past the constitutional 
deadline to have the document on Brown’s desk 
Wednesday, Assemblymen Ken Meade of Berkeley and Richard 
Robinson of Santa Ana, two of the five Democrats who withheld 
their votes on the budget Tuesday, said they were now ready to 
vote for it. 
But the three remaining Assembly Democrats, Willie Brown. 
Art Torres, and Richard Alatorre, held fast to their opposition 


demanding that a new two-house conference committee restore 
money cuts for university and college minority opportunity 
programs. They also protested cuts in state employe fringe 
benefits and budget language for cost-of-living increases for the 
elderly, blind and disabled 
Republicans contended that the budget was “ fat and bloated 
and said lawmakers should “ cut squeeze and trim.” 
McCarthy told newsmen if the Democrats “ do not return to the 
fold” and vote for the budget proposal he will “ have to seek 
Republican votes.” 
Republican leader Bob Beverly of Manhattan Beach said if the 
governor would indicate that he would make substantial cuts in 
the budget it is possible the GOP membership will vote for the 
spending proposal, which is $120 million higher than Brown 
recommended 
Meade said he was prepared to “ reluctantly” vote for the 
proposed budget because of a “ guarantee made by McCarthy 
that deleted money for the disputed college programs would be 
provided in a separate later bill. 


Challenge to be launched 


against antilobbying law 


SACRAMENTO (UPI > — Powerful labor leader John Henning 
says he will launch a court challenge against action which bars 
him from lobbying for the California Labor Federation and 
arranging political contributions at the same time 
The Fair Political Practices Commission Wednesday unani­ 
mously ruled that Henning can either lobby or belong to the AFL- 
CIO’s Committee on Political Education as long as it endorses and 
makes donations to campaigns, but he cannot do both 
After the ruling, Henning told a newsman: “ We’re going to 
court ” 
As secretary treasurer of the 1.7 million-member federation, 
Henning is regarded as the most powerful labor official in the 
state The ruling was regarded as a sharp blow to his political 
clout. 
The ruling was not unexpected. The commission had taken up 
the Henning issue three times but delayed a ruling on two previous 
occasions. 
Henning and the AFL-CIO were vocal opponents of Prop 9 .

NEA Sports editor 
NEW Y O R K -(N E A I-F o r 
young Kathy Whitworth, there 
was one woman who stood out 
in sports at the turn of the 
1950s, one woman whose feats 
as chronicled in her daily 
newspaper in Jal, New Mexico, 
could make Kathy’s eyes widen 
and fan her dreams of sporting 
glory. 
That was Mildred “ Babe" 
Didrikson 
Zaharias. 
“The 
Babe," as everyone called her, 
was an Olympic javelin and 
hurdles gold medal winner, a 
baseball 
player 
who 
once 
struck out Joe DiMaggio, a 
basketball star who led her 
team to the AAU national title 
three years running a, yes, 
football and boxing standout, a 
crack swimmer and bowler and 
skier. And, finally, the 
top 
woman golfer of her time. 
A girl interested in sports 
had few female heroes in those 
days, and it was difficult for 
her to identify with, say, such 
contemporary stars as the 
lumpy Yogi 
Berra or the 
carbuncular-looking 
Casey 
Stengel But the Babe was a 
mindful. 
Her life was as grand as the 
ending was sad, however. In 
the 
spring 
of 
1953 
Babe 
contracted terminal cancer. 
After 
an 
operation, 
she 
returned to the tour, weak and 
thin, and dramatically won the 
U.S. Open in 1954. She died on 
Sept. 27, 1956, at age 43, the 
same 
day, 
ironically, 
that 
K athy 
W hitw orth 
w as 
celebrating her 17th birthday. 
“I felt a terrible loss," says 
Kathy Whitworth today. "It 
was such a shame, for someone 
so great to die so young." 
Kathy by now was taking up 
golf, after having been an 
enthusiastic tennis player. She 
said recently that because she 
played so poorly at the start, 
golf created a challenge for 
her. 
“And it still does," she said 
Now, though, Whitworth is 
the greatest money-winner on 
the pro tour, having won over

“Nobody today can compare 
to The Babe," said Whitworth.

“Once an interviewer asked 
how it was she played so well. 
She answered, ‘I just loosen my 
girdle and belt the ball. 
“Or she’d be looking at a 40- 
foot putt and turn to the gallery 
and say, ‘I guess I’ll have to 
hole this one out.’ The stories 
are that she did, though I’m 
sure there were times when she 
didn't. 
"Peggy Kirk Bell told me 
about the time she had recently 
given birth to a child and the 
Babe was visiting. There was a 
bit of an accident and The Babe 
was helping. Just then, there 
was a phone call. It was 
President Eizenhower calling 
Babe Zaharias. The Babe said

State highway funding 


The entrance 
to 
a 
person s home 
oftentimes gives the new visitor his initial 
impression of what to expect when the 
front door is opened. And we all know 
initial 
impressions 
can 
be 
lasting 
impressions. 
Thus it was with some disappointment 
that we learned this week that funds for 
the 
general 
upgrading 
of 
Lompoc’s 
southeast entrance have been postponed 
by the state for an indeterminate length of 
time, and will not be provided when 
originally planned. 


Apparently, in trimming state budgets, 
Lompoc’s street improvements and sign 
relocation monies were not considered of 
particularly high priority, which is not to 
say the money is gone forevef. It just isn’t 
available to us for a start-work date of 
July 1, as originally thought. 


The 
money, 
according 
to 
a 
city 
spokesman, would have been used for two 
projects; the widening of the highway 


from Robinson Bridge to Seventh Street to 
four lanes; and the relocation of Lompoc s 
sign, which would hopefully include the 
construction of a new sign more in 
conform ance 
with 
Beautifucation 
Commission ideals. 
The subsequent planting of street trees 
along that same stretch of highway would 
then be undertaken by the city, at city 
expense, as per the master street tree list. 
Of course tree planting must necessarily 
wait for the widening of the highway, so 
the more quickly the highway work is 
completed, the more quickly the trees can 
be planted and begin to grow. 
How 
long 
the state may postpone 
making 
these 
improvement 
dollars 
available to Lompoc is anyone’s guess. 
Our consolation in the matter is that they 
seem certain to come to us eventually. 
Considering growing times for trees, and 
how aesthetically pleasing that entrance to 
our city will be when complete, we can 
only hope state machinery moves rapidly.

Work on the obi­ 
tuary Tuesday led to 
som e 
interesting 
stories 
Mr Ruth was at the focal point of 
several important milestones. When he 
came to Lompoc schools in 1925 the area 
was a tiny, rural community. One old- 
timer told me that the school population 
was a little on the rowdy side and that 
Mr Ruth’s brand of discipline was a 
welcome change. 
In 1960, voters went to the polls in a 
unification election and elected Mr. 
Ruth and R.B. McClellan, William 
Culberson, John Beattie and Lawrence 
Hyuck to the school board. Mr. Ruth had 
retired from school employ a few years 
earlier 
The events of 1960-63, when he served 
the board, 
were momentous ones. 
Yandenberg and the Lompoc Valley 
community came of age and in fact 
reached their peak of development. 
From one elementary school when Mr. 
Ruth came to the area, the education 
system grew to 18 schools and more than 
14,000 students. 
Coping with the explosive growth, 
obviously 
must have had its trying 
moments 
That’s the picture 1 got 
Wednesday as 1 talked with Mr Ruth’s

close friends and former associates. 
When I walk through Lompoc Valley 
Museum in the future, I’ll remember 
that warm conservation I had with Mr.

did. For example, “Nixon never used 
the FBI or CIA to spy on political 
opponents,” says Safire. 
We are avidly reading the six-part 
series on Nixon in The New Yorker by 
Jonathan Schell which brings back, and 
almost makes believable, those days of 
“the lift of a driving dream,” and we are 
reminded that just before the 1970 mid­ 
term election Agnew set off on a tour of 
the country,” in the company of several 
White 
House 
aides, 
including 
speechwriters Patrick Buchanan and 
William Safire.” If you had served a 
Vice President who pleaded no-contest 
to the charge of being a crook, and a 
president who resigned rather than be 
impeached, a note of bitterness might 
creep into your column too, now and 
then, defending old pals. Nobody is all 
bad. After all, Hitler was nice to ... Eva 
. .. Braun. 
Just as we got to feeling warm and 
forgiving to the ex-president, under 
Safire’s appeal, we ran across a passage 
in the Rockefeller Commission’s report 
on the CIA telling how the White House 
gang diddled Richard Helms, then CIA 
director. 
They 
wanted 
him to 
declassify sensitive files about Cuba and 
South Vietnam that they thought might 
be “helpful in neutralizing critics of the 
Administration’s 
policies 
and 
particularly Senator Edward Kennedy,’’ 
who was regarded as Nixon’s principal 
challenger. Heims was sticky about it 
and Nixon and Ehrlichman called him in 
and assured him that they had no 
intention of releasing the documents, 
just needed them for negotiations with 
the Soviets. It was a lie; Helms wasn’t 
told, says the report, “of the President’s 
intention to use the information in these 
files 
for 
political 
purposes.”

reprehensible.” 
The there is Theodore H. White’s 
Breach of Faith: the Fall of Richard 
Nixon condensed in two parts in Readers 
Digest. Teddy White is a special case; 
no presidential election is valid until be 
brings out his book about it, and he 
always eulogizes whoever wins; he 
takes a proprietary interest in winners. 
In 1968, starry-eyed, he discovered a 
“new Nixon.” In 1972, he took Nixon at 
face value a thoughtful, conservative 
patriot, 
he 
tnougnt, 
only, 
alas, 
Watergate began to break while the 
book was still in press and he crammed 
in some last-minute second thoughts, 
saying that he “would have cast Richard 
Nixon as one of the major Presidents of 
the twentieth century” until the scandal. 
Lucky that White’s book came out; 
otherwise they would have had to hold a 
new election. 
The difference between Teddy White 
and TRB is that while White first liked 
Nixon and then disliked him, TRB 
disliked him all along. What is pleasing 
about White is that he can make just as 
mUQh money out of Nixon whether he 
rises or falls. Now White is in full flood 
and still yearns, like Safire, for his 
fallen idol. When Nixon brought the 
nation almost to anarchy by his invasion 
of Cambodia, he went, on the night of 
May 9,1970, at 5 AM with his valet to the 
Lincoln Memorial to talk at random 
with a group of students waiting for an 
antiwar 
demonstration 
that 
day. 
Schell’s version is that “the young 
people 
were disconcerted” 
by 
his 
disconnected talk; White’s sympathetic 
account is that he had “a warm and 
pleading conversation.” (Most accounts 
are that Nixon was near a nervous 
breakdown; that same night he had 
made 51 phone calls from 9 p.m. to 5 
a.m. White dismisses the horrifying 
invasion of Camobdia merely as “the 
most successful Amercian offensive of 
the entire Vietnam war.” The military 
ignorance of this judgment is only 
equalled by its moral opacity. 
Let’s go on to a third sour note, now, 
about Gov. Meldrim Thomson, Jr. (R. 
NH), and his principal backer, pistol- 
packing, 
publisher 
William 
Loeb 
(Manchester Union), and the latter’s 
current SOUL-MATE 
candidate for 
president, 
George 
Wallace. 
Gov. 
Thomson has just come up with an 
arresting idea, that the NH National 
Guard 
be 
equipped 
with 
nuclear 
weapons. 
"We would then have a 
tremendous protective power there ", he 
said, according to AP-just what for we 
don’t know; maybe for crowd control.

New 
Hampshire’s 
Democratic 
senator Tom McIntyre took out after the 
Loeb-Thomson CREW the other day in 
Concord, N.H. “Make no mistake, my 
friends,” he said, "the primitives, the 
demagogues are ready, willing and 
eager to provide simple answers, simple 
remedies and a bag full of scapegoats 
for every issue.” He noted that Loeb 
editorially declares blacks genetically 
inferor, and “advocates saturation 
bombing for every problem.” As to 
Wallace, the idea of him as president he 
says, is "incredible and appalling.” This 
was the man, he recalls, whose battle 
cry was “Segreation Forever! ” who has 
in Alabama one of the most regressive

The anomaly of Iran 


ISFAHAN — Within the cavernous 
quiet of the great mosque of Shah Abbas, 
the clamor of the outside world is shut 
out. It is the past, the splendid colors of 
the dome and the minarets, as brilliant 
as when this shrine of Islma was first 
dedicated early in the 17th century. Yet 
it is the present, too, as hundreds of 
worshippers, many of them young, 
gather in the early dusk at the muezzin's 
call. 
This is the anomaly 
of a nation caught up 
in the turbulence of a 
time of troubles along 
with 
a lm o st 
unprecedented 
technological change 
conflicting with the 
deep undercurrents of 
a 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
religious origin. 
How 
to reconcile the power of 
established order with the upsurge of 
dissidence, unrest, the demand for the 
widely advertised good things of life, for 
what is defined, however vaguely and 
fuzzily, as freedom? It is a riddle 
written large not only for Iran but West 
and East alike. 
One response is terror and that is also 
a worldwide phenomenon whether it be 
the so-called Weathermen in the United 
States or the syndico-anarchists on trial 
in West Germany for the terrorist 
attack on the German embassy in 
Stockholm. 
Whatever the crude ideology, Maoist, 
Moscow 
Communism 
or 
anarchist, 
bringing down the established order is 
the common objective. 
The growth of a new middle class — 
well-paid technicians, professional and 
businessmen — together with student 
dissidence and the unrest of the young 
has inspired a movement to try to 
broaden the political base. This is the 
creation of a single party, the National 
Resurgence party of Iran, to mobilize 
middle-class 
participation 
in 
the 
decision-making process now confined 
to a narrow managerial group in 
descending rank from the shah. 
Minister 
of 
Commerce 
Fereidun 
Mahdavi is the chief promoter and 
inspirer of the Rastakhiz party As he 
explains it with the enthusiasm of an 
apostle for a new political life, the single 
party 
will 
contain, 
within 
the 
framework of the monarchy and the 
constitution, forces from left to right of 
center. They will be free to contest the 
issues of housing, education, pensions, 
social welfare as in the parliamentary 
election soon to be held. 
Mahdavi is conducting forums with 
professors, 
students, 
middle-class 
managers and others who have hitherto 
taken no part in the political process. 
They will be persuaded, he believes, that 
under the umberella of the one party 
they can help to shape the direction of 
the 
country 
Within 
a 
decade, 
a 
flourishing 
political system will have 
come into being. 
In a recent address to the task force 
assessing 
Iran’s 
problems 
in 
the 
aftermath of the shah-people revolution. 


the shah gave his blessing to the party. 
It would provide, he said, candidates of 
disparate views to be passed on by the 
electorate. The party has put up 900 
c a n d id a t e s , 
th r e e 
for 
each 
parliamentary district. 
The shah in that same address spoke 
with 
abhorrence 
of 
a 
recent 
demonstration at the University of 
Tehran when students shouted hail June 
5, 1963. That was the date of a student 
uprising put down with force and many 
casualties. 
The group assembled at the palace 
was called on by the shah to study the 
reasons 
for 
this 
phenomenon. 
He 
referred 
to 
the 
demonstrators 
as 
stateless reds and black reactionaries, 
developing the theme that both extreme 
left and extreme right oppose the 
distribution of land to the peasants and 
the other 
sqcial 
reforms 
he 
had 
decreed. 
A strong conviction here is that 
democracy in the West has failed and 
that 
som e 
means 
other 
than 
parliamentary bickering with prolonged 
stalemate must be found to arrive at an 
equable distribution of decision-making 
power. 
Mahdavi, one of the rising younger 
men around the shah who will in all 
probability one day be prime minister 
is frank in saying that Iran’s oil wealth 
makes the experiment possible as it has 
also 
brought 
about 
the 
swift 
technological change transforming the 
country. 
The dreams are of a greatness that 
will rival the heroic time of Shah Abbas. 
Iran will show the world how it is 
possible to take leadership in the 20th 
century without war or civil violence. It 
is a vaunting ambition to be tested in the 
years ahead’
